The HERALD stated on 
Wednesday 


evening. April 27th, that Portsmouth 
harbor would be closed at eight o'clock 
every evening, and that patrol vessele 
would be stationed at tbe entrance at 
once to guard tbe shipping and to 
examine all crafts entering this port. 


The statements were based on facts 


and have now been officially 
confirmed 


by the issuing of an order.governing the 
bhipping at this port, by Major R. L. 
Hoiie, U. S. A., of Portland, Me. The 
order means the most stringent protec- 
tion to this port, making it impossible 
for vessels of the Spanish navy or mer- 
chant service to pass by Fort Constitu- 
tion, and is as follows: 


KEdUIATIONS FOB THE NAVIGATION OF EN 


TRANCE TO PORTSMOUTH HABBOB, N. H. 
Submarine mines having been placed 


in position in connection with the de- 
fence of Portsmouth harbor, N. H., the 
tollowiug regulations for the safe navi 
gation of the channel by friendly vessels 
aud for the protection of the defenses 
are hereby established by authority of 
the secretary of war: 


1. No veHsel will be allowed to pass 


through the channel of entrance at Fort 
Constitution, N. H., except between 
the hours of daylight, between four A. 
»i and eight r M. During the interval 
between eight r. M. aud four A. M , ves- 
sels must not approach within three 
miles of the batteries at Fort Constitu- 
tion. 


2. 
Pa'rol boats will be stationed 


above and below the defenses. These 
boats are authorized to stop vessels, to 
inquire into their character or to in- 
struct them how to pass through the 
mine fields. The orders of the patrol 
b >ats must be strictly obeyed. 


3. Sailing vessels can pass safely 


through any part of the channel in 
Portsmouth harbor during the day time. 


•1. Steam vessels must pass at slow 


speed through tbe special chaunel which 
ib marked by buoys. 


5. No vessel will be allowed to an- 


chor within three miles of the battery 
at Kort Constitution without special au- 
thority. 


6 
Vessels are warned that if they 


disregard these regulations, they uill 
t-xpose themselves to serious damage 
aud will be liable to be fired upon by 
the battery.
